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In the case of Mars , Newcomb’s Tables of this planet were not 
ready in time for adoption in the preparation of the Nautical 
Almanac for 1901, and it is therefore necessary, in this case, to 
compare the geocentric places of the Connaissance des Temps for 
3901 with those of the American Ephemeris for the same year 
(in the calculation of which manuscript tables based on New¬ 
comb’s corrected elements were used), in the way indicated 
above, and thus to obtain the corrections to Le Verrier’s Tables 
of Mars. The corresponding corrections to Le Verrier’s longi¬ 
tudes of the Sun in 1901 were published in Monthly Notices , 
vol. lvii. p 43.
